Los Angeles, Cal. 


Dear Sir:—- 


In behalf of the County Division. Bureau which 


is pushing the organization of the new county of 
San Antonio I ask you for information on the follow- 
ing1 points: 


I. Is it the purpose of your commission to con- 


tinue the agitation for the consolidation of Los An- 
geles city and county, before the next or succeeding 
legislature? 


II. 
In case you succeed in getting an enabling 


act passed by the legislature, basing your opinion on 
the past attitude of your commission, do you regard 
it as probable that the lines of the eastern boundary 
of the consolidated city and county will be so extended 
as to include the territory lying east of the San Ga- 
briel river and including points lying from one mile 
to five miles east of that river? 


In fixing the western boundary of our new county 


we wish to join the lines hxed by the eastern boun- 
dary of the consolidated city and county of Los An- 
geles, but we wish also to include only such districts 
and municipalities as wish to join, freely and heartily, 
with us in the new county organization, 
Should 


your commission regard favorably including the dis- 
tricts of Puente, Rowland, Lemon, Covina, Irwindale, 
Glendora and Azusa, some residents of these sections 
might wish to be included in the consolidated city 
and county of Los Angeles rather than to join with 
us in the formation of an entirely new county organi- 
zation. The attitude of your commission will be of 
some considerable weight in determining the decision 
of some of the residents of the section mentioned. 
The members of this Bureau wish, for their own in- 
tormation and for the good faith of their agitation 
for the new county, to know, as fully as is possible to 
make it known, the probable future course of your 
Commission.

After consultation with various members' of the 


Commission and in further consideration of the mat- 
ter, I think I am justified in answering your letter of 
the 14th inst. a little more fully, which I take pleas- 
ure in doing, as follows: 


I would state that the Commission did not ad- 


journ sine die, but subject to the call of its President,' 
with the intention of again taking up the question of 
the consolidated city and county when the time be- 
comes opportune to further the interests of such a 
movement. The report of the Commission indicated 
clearly its attitude in regard to the eastern line of the 
proposed consolidated city and county, making the 
same to follow the. boundary line of Orange County 
and the San Gabriel River. 
I do not know of any 


reason why the Commission will not in future stand 
by its recommendations as set forth in its-report 
in regard to its 
boundaryN line. 
I heartily 


approve of the motive you assign for, desiring an ex~ 
pression of opinion from me on the subject of bound- 
aries, viz., that in locating the westerly line of the 
proposed new county of San Antonio you do not wish 
to include any territory that would in any way con- 
flict with the plans of the consolidated city and county 
Commission. 


From my intimate knowledge of the attitude of 


the Commission, I feel that if you do not include any 
territory west of the San Gabriel River, your plan 
will in no wise conflict with the plans of the Com- 
mission.

Leftover Roast*. 


After ft ' rokst hits served for 


raeals there IF ofton meat nuougli fo* 
ntwXher, although not In good shape. 
When this Is the case cut up the meat. 
mlMce flue an onion, ndd the gravy if 
necessary, slice cold boiled potatoes 
and arrange in a baking dish. Set 
back on the stove where It will heat 
through while you are making a tin of 
baking powder biscuit. After cutting 
out your biscuits Instead of putting 
them on a tlu put them on the top of 
the meat pie, slip the whole thing into 
the oven and bake until the biscuits 
are done. Chicken pie can be made in 
the same way and can be served with- 
out carving in a neat, manner, 


Kitchen Hints. 


Another useful brush for use In the 


kitchen Is a small soft varnish one tor 
brushing biscuits, bread rolls and pas- 
try shells with melted butter. 


Fresh green vegetables will retain 


their bright color best If cooked un- 
covered. The steam confined beneath 
the cover of the kettle deadens any 
fresh coloring. 


Spinach will be much improved In 


color if it is quickly boiled In salted 
water until nearly tender, then drain- 
ed and dropped Into cold water until 
chilled. It should then be thoroughly 
drained, after which it Is ready for 
use. 


To Improve Starch. • 


When making boiled starch mix it 


flrst with a cup of cold water, pour on 
the boiling water, stirring till, the 
starch turns to a thick paste; then add 
while hot a piece of lard about the 
size of an egg; then continue stirring 
till the lard is dissolved. When clothes 
are put through this after washing it ia 
surprising how easy they are to iron 
and what a beautiful gloss and stiff- 
ness remain. The dirt will slip out of 
the clothes the next time of washing 
after this experiment has been tried 
with little or no trouble whatever.
